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Each Hallowe’en sees us renewing 
the old Scotch customs of “ speir- 
iug” ai Fate. Some few of the 
ways of the land of Bruce and 
Wallace are almost lost to us, but 
others will be recognized by every 
boy and girl in the land. Apples, 
probably because of the season of 
the year, seem ever to have played 
a prominent part in all festivities of 
Witches’ Night, " Candle and ap¬ 
ple,” which is an old Scotch custom 
somewhat on the wane in America, 
can be played as follows: A small 
stiqk some two feet long is suspended 
from the ceilliug by a string. At one 
et *d is a lighted candle, at the other 
»n apple. These hang level with 
th e mouth ot the inquiring one 
whose hands are tied behind him. 
Quickly spinning the stick, the trick 
*s to bite the apple and miss the 
candle, which usually gets there 
just as the victim opens his mouth. 
Perhaps because of the none too pa¬ 
latable dose of melting candle grease, 
we have come to substitute apples 
alone, suspending them by cords, 
and hands tied behind us, biting 
away at tempting, polished fruit, 
which somehow eludes us just as we 
are ready to sample its luscious 
ripeness. 

Another apple superstition has 
taken form in " dookin” for apples. 
We can believe it was great fun. 
Have not we ourselves, with much 
splash and shout, “bobbed” and 
More than “ bobbed” when some 
fellow slipped up behind us, and none 
too gently pushed ? Over we went, 
head foremost, into the tub. What, 
in modern parlance, we style “ duck 
ing” has grown out of this old-time 
custom. With hands free, we hold 
a fork and attack a bobbing Pippin 
or a brilliant Red Astracban, set in 
vivid motion by the swirling hand of 
one the fun makers. Our Scotch 
forebears were very particular to 
have in the tub exactly a “ dell’s 
dozen” of apples. 

TUB “ LOOKING GLASS” SPBLL. 

An apple plays a part in the 
” looking gass spell.” Candle in 
hand, the performer seeks a mirror, 
>n front of which he must eat the 
apple. Presently, from out of the 
depths of the tell-table mirror, peep¬ 
ing over his shoulder as if she, too, 
Were curious, comes that Wonderful 
One to summon whom he has stooped 
to the means of vaticination in love 
affairs. 

From “candle and apple” to the 
candle alone finds one still within 
fhe bounds of Hallow-e’en supersti¬ 
tion. The hoop from the flour barrel, 
as used in England, retain both ap¬ 
ple and candle, as well as candles 
and cakes. Short candle-ends are 
used. Suspended from the ceiling, 
with these various articles fastened 
*° it at intervals, it is set spinning 
when the players have formed a ring 
around it. Each in turn tries to get 
a good bite, and pays a slight forfeit 
should he taste the candle. In mer 
fie England the villagers also dance 
around the bonfires, the true fun 
beginning when embers glow. The 
light of Hallow-e’en, once the sacred, 
protecting fire of the Druids, who 
yearly reklnkdled the flame to their 
sun-god, and renewed the light in 
each cottage as well as the bonfires 
uu the hilltops, reappears in lower 
form in our brazen, grinning, glar 
'"K jack o’lanterns, which are also 
reminiscent of the Scotch “ turnip 
f n es .” Vor these, the lads care- 
s i aside, weeks in advance, 
their largest turnips. They were 
scooped out to the skin and slit-faced 
for lanterns, the small boy who car- 
ried the fright, glancing the while 
°ver his shoulder lest a real bogie 
should carry him ofT, turnip and all. 
purely it was a fear more delicious 

han lurks in the unhinging of 
Kate, or the ringing of a doorbell! 

Fire was not the only element that 
Kathered to itself superstitions pecu 
'air to that day, Water, too, has 
come down as a great spell-caster. 
In that land of Mary Queen of 
Scots, one must go on Devil's night, 
as Hallow e’en was then often called, 
to a south-running stream, prefer¬ 
ably in a country district, since there, 
this particular superstition was po¬ 
pular, and dip his sleeve in at a spot 
where the lands of three lairds came 
together. Then he must hurry 
straight home. Hang his wet 
Mouse in front of the fire, and go to 
bed, where he could keep an eye on 
it. That meant lying as wide 
awake as a child watching for Santa 


Claus. Presently, softly tiptoeing, 
would come, not Santa with his 
jovial old face and hearty reassur¬ 
ance, but an apparition, reaching 
out fleshless hands to turn the gar¬ 
ment, as if to dry the other side of 
it. 

THK THREE CHARMED DISIIBS. 

From England where the eve is 
often called Nutcrack night, comes 
the superstition of three dishes still 
used for Hallowe’en divination. 
One is empty, one filled with clear 
water, the other with dirty water. 
These were set in a row on the 
hearth. A guest was then blind¬ 
folded, led to them, and told to dip 
his left hand into one of them. 
The Trial should be made three times, 
a change being made in the position 
of the dishes each time. The clean 
one signified a widow; the empty one, 
if his finial choice, raised a Jatigh; for 
he would be a horrid old bachelor. 

We must not lose sight of the 
custom pf the old Scotch pot of 
mashed potatoes. Into this go a 
ring, a thimble, and sixpence, just 
as we make use of the bride’s cake. 
Onto each plate is heaped a spoon 
ful of the hot potato, not so bad a 
dish for chilly October, with No¬ 
vember crowding for admittance 
The Scotch, being quite as canny 
as their reputation, were wont to 
quit when the ring was found, that 
they will escape the thimble of bache¬ 
lorhood, or old maid hood One lass, 
biting on the ring in her first mouth¬ 
ful, slyly tucked it away in her 
plump little cheek, and let the fun 
go on.. 

Another Hallowe’en charm was 
the winnowiug of corn. One must 
fare forth alone, near the witching 
hour, of course, to the spooky barn, 
there boldly to enter and throw wide 
the doors. This last was a precau¬ 
tion against uncanny visitors shut¬ 
ting themselves within at the time 
and tormenting the midnight in¬ 
truder. Some even took the trouble 
to unhinge the barn doors, that there 
might he no ghosts or hobgoblins 
slamming them and imprisoning one. 
So secured, the next thing was to go 
through the process of winnowing 
corn, always against the wiud, since 
a third repetition brought an appari¬ 
tion to the windward doors. By his 
face one might recognize that of the 
partner for life. 


satanic majesty on that night of 
nights. We do not go about our 
farms with lighted lanterns to scare 
away the bogies, free to take weird 
liberties with mankind on Hal¬ 
lowe’en; but there is a fascination 
about the lead as it shapes Itself in 
the water beneath our gaze; there 
is a charm in that weird mirror that 
measures back our own temerity, so 
plainly touched with timidity; there 
is mirth and tingling jollity in thy 
ducking, bobbing apples; there is 
pleasant uncertainly for the blind¬ 
fold one; there are, next day, queer 
residual impressions of the superna¬ 
tural; and there is an abiding willing¬ 
ness that Hallowe’en should come 
again.— Saturday-Globe. 


" PUL.UNG THB KALE.” 

“ Burning the nuts” will live while 
the memory and the verse of Bobbie 
Burns lingers with us. "Pulling 
the Kale,” the first ceremony with 
the Scots, is less easily recognized by 
the boys and girls of the land. Pro¬ 
bably our modern substitute is the 
ceremony of the ubiqitous cabbage- 
stalk. The lad and lass walk to 
the kale beds hands in hand, eyes 
shut, topull the first head they touch. 
If crooked, that means a crooked 
mate. Large, small, straight, so 
the coming wife or husband. If 
earth clings to roots of the kale, 
it means money. Some even taste 
the kale, and, as it is bitter or sweet, 
they gain fore-knowledge of the 
heart of the partner for life. 

The trail by a skein of yarn is an 
other charm which has survived from 
relics of old world superstition 
Here one must steal out alone, this 
time to a deserted lime kiln, there to 
strew the kiln with a skein of blue 
yarn. No other color will do, though 
just why we are to guess. One end 
must be retained in the hand. Begin 
ning to wind off a new skein from 
the old, it is asserted that presently 
resistance will be felt, although no 
one will be visible. The yarn-winder 
must then demand, “Who holds?’ 
Of course the kiln makes answer with 
the name of the coming mate. 

"Sewing the hemp” once claimed 
its share of attention at Hallowe’en. 
It was particularly in vogue with 
young women. A lass went out 
alone to a deserted house, and walked 
around it, sewing a handful of hemp 
seed, and repeating, at intervals, 
“Hemp seed. I sow thee, my true 
love come after and pull thee 
Needless to say, a glance over the 
left shoulder revealed his presence. 

Yea, even for us, the more so if 
we are so fortunate as to be descend 
ed from these dour old Scots, even 
for -us the pixies aud the elves and 
fairies draw a bit nearer as Hallow 
e’en approaches. We like to take 
a “ speir at Fate,” even though we 
no longer believe, as did those canny 
folk, that witches bestride cats or 
broomsticks, aud go ridingjup the 
chimney to keep tryst with this 


Britain were better educated, they 
became less superstitious 

Hallowe’en became a night for 
playing games, for feasting and 
frolicking. They began to play such 
games as we do now. 

They dived for apples in a tub of 
water, they tried to bite an apple 
suspended by a string Sometimes 
they tied a striug about the middle 
of a stick Then they hnng the 
stick in the middle of the room. 
They fastened an apple to one end 
of the stick, and on the other end 
they placed a lighted candle. When 
they tried to bite the apple, the 
stick would whirl around very 
quickly and sometim-'S they would 
bite the candle instead.— Ex.

The Origin of Hallowe'en 


Pixie, kobold, elf and sprite 
All are on their rounds tonight; 

In the wan moon's silver ray 
Thrives their helter-skelter play!” 

All Hallow Eve fallB on the last 
day of October, the day following 
being All Saints’Day, or All-Hal¬ 
lows. This is the date of the last of 
three festivals held by the Druids, 
who were the priests of the Celts, 
centuries before Christ came. They 
worshipped spirits of forests and 
streams and feared the powers of 
evil, as did many of the early races 
They celebrated a festival of Sowing 
(May ist), a festival of Ripening 
(June a i st), and a festival of Har¬ 
vest (October 31st). One of their 
rites consisted in keeping throughout 
the year great fires on stone altars 
erected upon eminences In honor of 
the Sun God. 

“On the night of October 31st, 
the Druids assembled at the altars 
in their snow-white robes and at a 
given signal during absolute silence 
on the part of the multitude, gathered 
to witness the ceremony, they 
solemnly extinguish their fires New 
fires were then kindled, and as the 
flames leaped heavenward, the people 
raised a mighty shout, and then, 
obtaining live embers from the altars, 
they returned to their homes to 
extinguish the old fires left burning 
on their hearths and kindle them 
anew with the scared embers of the 
priests. This new fire was believed 
to protect the home from peril so 
long as it remained burning. 

' As the Druidic faith faded in 
the light of Christianity, the heathen 
festivals lost much of their grandeur 
and former significance and assumed 
lower character. Gradually the 
simple country folk came to believe 
that on October 31st the fairies for¬ 
sook their hiding-places to dance in 
the forest glades, while witches, 
goblins and other evil spirits held 
revels ” —Landmark.

Many years ago the people who 
lived in Great Britain were sun 
worshippers. On the night before 
the first day of November they 
always built fires on the hills and had 
ceremonies in honor of the sun. 

After a while the Romans went to 
live in Knglnud. They were 
Christians, and they taught the 
English people not to worship the 
sun. So the Britons did not have the 
heathenish service any more, but 
they were still very superstitious 
They thought that on Hallowe’en 
all the fairies and witches came from 
their homes in the woods and went 
flying about everywhere. So they 
used to light the fire just the same 
but it was to frighten away the bad 
spirits. Aud the master of each 
house always carried a lighted torch 
about his fields to protect him from 
evil spirits, chanting an invocation 
as he went. 

The people believed the witches 
were swarming about in all sorts of 
places, so they used to try many kinds 
of charms to see if the spirits would 
not tell them what was going to hap 
pen in the future. 

Iq Scotland the women used to 
make “ dumb cakes” and bake them 
with elaborate ceremonies and in 
perfect silence. They thought they 
would see wonderful things 

The English people would some¬ 
times grind and mix a walnut, a haz¬ 
el-nut and a nutmeg. This mixture 
they made into pills with butter and 
sugar. They swallowed these pills 
before going to bed, and thought 
they would have strange dreams 
which would surely come true. 
Later, when the people of Great

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discipline was abolished. 

While on the other hand, a num¬ 
ber of these write with equal em¬ 
phasis and assert that it is the abuse 
of discipline, ami misuse of author¬ 
ity on the part of many officers that 
has given rise to so much dmsatisfac 
tiou ami discussion—that there are 
two kinds of discipline,—good ami 
bad, and ttiat bad iHscipline is not 
only unnecessary, hut positively 
haimfnl and demoialtzing. 

After all, it is not so much the 
objection to discipline, per as; for 
practically all r-cognize the tac* 
hat there can be no - fflcient organ 
izationofany kind without disci¬ 
pline; but it is rather the abuse and 
misuse of authority in the hands of 
irresponsible and incompetent of 
flcials, many of whom secured their 
positions though private or poliiical 
pulls, who endeavored to transform 
he young soldiers into mere auto 
nintons, governed by force and sub 
jected to injustice, largely to con¬ 
ceal their own iucompeieooy. 

The disenssioh of this question 
In reference to tbo Army and Navy 
has naturally led to a similar dis 
enpston of the same qu-ation in re¬ 
ference to our schools. In fact, 
the question of discipline is beootn 
ing a serious one, not only in our 
schools, but in all organizations 
—social, political, educational, u 
ligious, and industrial organizations 
and enterpris- 8. There Uf an un 
doubted tendency towaids letting 
down the bars—that, it is endanger 
ing not only the nsetnluess ami 
efficiency of all organizations but 
their very life* and existence; and 
unless the tendency is curbed, chaos 
will result— in fact, we sre seeing 
these results already in the demur 
zaliation of our mines, railroads, 
aud hundreds of industrial enter¬ 
prises, on account of strikes 

The future of our country de¬ 
pends largely on our schools—it is 
there that our future men ami 
women are trained—in fact, the 
school is primarily for the traiuing 
of good citizens, capable ofinitia 
live, with the ability to think ami 
act for themselves and to govern 
themselves in the future, under the 
direction and leadership of the 
teacher 

A little despotic authority is 
equally dangerous for teachei and 
pupil, making military despots of 
the one and destroying the morale 
of the other. It is m\ experience 
that the so-called ‘‘Old Fashioned” 
Discipline—referring largely to the 
nse of the iod and other despotic 
means—that it is ofteu » poor 
teacher’s substitute for lack of 
personality and ability on bis or hei 
part, while it is largely responsible 
lor the child's theory, that the 
teacher is its natural enemy—that, 
therefore, it is a fair game to get 
even with or evade the teacher’s 
authority, whenever possible. 

As a matter of fnet, the teacher’s 
personality or individuality has 
much to do with the order and dis 
cipline in the school room as well as 
with the geueral results of his work 
as a teacher. Some teachers easily 
manage and' control the most in- 
I corrigible pnpils, where others have 


failed utterly—simply by taking the 
pupil into his confidence, and get¬ 
ting him interested in iiis work and 
other tliiugs worth while— no threats 
of corporal punishment are made— 
in fact, it is the personality of the 
teacher that connts—a fact too often 
overlooked by some schools in elect¬ 
ing teachers. 

Bishop Spaulding says: “The 
teacher’s personality far more than 
Iris learning determines his value 
as an educator. The very presence 
of a brave, uoble, generous and 
cheerful man, illuminates am) 
stiengtheus. He compels recogni¬ 
tion and obedience though he 
neither speak nor command, and 
they who have known trim uever 
lose faith in human nature, or in 
the worth of knowledge and 
virtue ” 

Schoolmaster, school mistress, or 
school teacher does not fully de¬ 
scribe the person who educates our 
children. lie is a school disciplin¬ 
arian Iu other words, a good dis 
ciplinariap must be a good teacher: 
for correct leaching is one mode of 
discipline. And for the same rea¬ 
son, a good teacher is a good dis 
ciplinarian. Nor can discipline or 
instruction be found iu the school 
that is not managed with ability 
and skill. 

Iudeed, discipline is itself the 
great educational process. The well 
disciplined alone are well educated 
Hence, the great, business of the 
tescher is to discipline Iiis pupils 
He cannot “add to ilieirNuamre 
one cubit,” nor to their mental or 
moral capacity one new power; but 
be can bring them undei such a 
process of training as will sir-do- 
their untamed impulses, develop 
I lie latent, eu-rgies of the hod\, 
mind aud soul, aud dir. cl ih- m to a 
course of right aciion; so that the 
tmure citizen may be fitted for his 
greai work and liluli destiny 

The “ discipline of the school” 
has reference to all the regulations 
and prohibitions and stimulants 
which are calculated to regulate 
tlie habits of study ami deportmeut 
of pupils thr-ug'iout the interesting 
and impoitkiit period of school lile. 

The obj ct to be secured are two 
fold, viz., ncIiooI vices must lie pr 
vented or cured and school virtues 
must lie cultivated. Aun-ng school 
vices as they have been classfie-l, 
are idleness, talking on the sl\ 
cheating, disorderly mov- mesiis in 
the inteicourse of everyday I if 
The school virtues to tie outrivaled 
are suggested as opposites of 'base, 
viz., regularity of attendance, truth 
fulness, earnestness and diligence, 
kindness, neatness thorough ip-ms 
in the preparation and recitation 
of lessons; anil these aie to lie seem¬ 
ed not only to promote the business 
of the schoolroom, hut, hIso, for 
theii influence in formiug habits 
and character. 

Orgauiza'ioti Is the first business 
of ttie schoolroom, and nothing else 
should tie attempted until t It is is 
accomplished The object in view 
is that systematic arrangement and 
uniformity which will secure good 
order and promote studiousness 
To this end, the pupils should be 
so seated that they will appear nni 
fotin, and not. disturb each other in 
the necessary movements of the day; 
the rogues should be separated and 
very tempt at iou to idleness and 


government. It must be distinctly 
understood that persuasiou may 
never take the place of antnority in 
school management When, how- 
ever, the right to maintain authority 
is not questioned by the pupil 01 
after lie has been subdued to 
obedience, we may persuade, iuvite 
and win. But. kindness cannot 
supply the place of authority. 

Obedience is not. a voluntary 
compliance with a request, but a 
hearty response to acknowledged 
authority—an implicit, yielding to a 
command Such otiedieuce, prompt 
unreserved, is the duty of every 
pupil This is a government, not 
of persuasion, not of the will of a 
majority, but of oue master. From 
this decision there may be an 
appeal, but disobedience uever 
Klnduess is another powerful 
agency in the management of a 
school. By this, as exemplified in 
the life of the teacher, I mean his 
uniform goodwill, earnest sympa¬ 
thy, and hearty generosity hahitual- 
y exercised toward Iiis pupils 
There is no force on earth as potent 
as love- When it lias possession of 
the human heart it is all prevading 
and overpowering, ami especially il 
brought to tiear upon sympathetic 
childhood and youth. 

The teacher alone who loves his 
pnpils has power to gain their love 
and confidence, which should In 
tils chief reliance in school manage 
meut. An 1 d-ct ton ate pupil will 
Confide in our judgment, teepee 
our an*horlt>, and tear our displea 
sure. If we show Imu by our per 
sonal attention and kindness tlml w 
re tils tine friends aud ilia' all mn 
ft i^-ls are designed ti secure hl> 
nest good, and intake lum believe II 
we hold as by I lie power of enuhanl 
men! ; we have no furtli* r need o' 
libsical force as applied to him. 

He is held under another ann 
higher law, winch induces him h 
gratify our wishes and seek tin 
best good of our school. But tills 
kindness, nt.ich is an essential ele 
men! in every line system of govei- 
■uent, is not and cannot he a an- 
llu'e for authority or an obstacle 
10 severity, when riie good ot ttn 
■dividual nr riie school demands 
it. The teacher must cherish a 
aoldltig love for Iiis pupils, aud ilia! 
love Is n'-vei more trul\ ex-rcis.-' 
than ill inflicting necessary pain iu 
lie management of public aff.tiis 
This brings me to consider tin 
discipline of puuisluneut I have 
pokeji of the power of system, law 


mischief removed 

A complete division of time into 
periods for study, recitation and 
play, is also necessary. A time for 
disorder is, however, just as neces 
sary as a time for study; hence, the 
teacher must provide, not only re 
gular recesses for fieedom iu the 
open air, but also occasional re 
cesses from study (say two minutes) 
for the purpose of opening the safety 
valve of mischief and giving oppor 
tunity to ask questions, leave seals 
and attend to all other necessary 
irregularities not allowed at other 
times. In this way the least excuse 
for indulgence during the quiet 
hours of study and recitation is re 
moved. The teacher can norv insist 
upon perfect order while order is 
law. 

Iu the government of the school 
the regulations necessary to secure 
order and proper discipline must 
not only be fixed and uniform, hut 
fully known to every pupil, so that 
there may be concert of action and 
a harmonious yvorking of all 
members. 

All schools must have laws based 
upon authority. This is the very 
germ and foundation of good 


and kNidiiesa in their stl-nt. but ef 
f-olive influence upon the individual 
and i lie school. I have spokeu of 
the means au«l methods of prevent- 
ug evil. I come uoyv to llie penal¬ 
ties to be inflicted when crime ha* 
tree 11 committed. Wholesome laws 
will be violated undei every system 
of school management. 

The question to Ire settled is, 
should the government of the school 
be positive and efficient? If so, 
the master must have the right dis¬ 
position and power to inflict punish¬ 
ment when necessary. If this 
right is denied or this power with 
held, the government of the school 
is at the meicy of cirumstances; 
it cannot be sustained. 

Moral suasion is not the remedy 
for bold and defiant violations ot 
law, if we mean by that term the 
persuading of the culprit to return 
to obedience or the purchase of his 
allegiance try a promised reward. 
Rebellious should be met by 
stunning, crushing blows, such as 
will vindicate the reestablished 
authority aud deter otheis from 
committing the same crime. Mild¬ 
ness is cruelty under such circum¬ 
stances All such ca«es demand 
instant, and determined notion. 

The time for conciliation is after 
the rebels are subjugated and the 
authority of the government is 
lestored. But moral influence and 
kindness should attend every act of 
severity; uever let the sun go down 
upon the earth* of a chastised pn 
pit. See him alone, bring to beat 
upon him every moral power, treat 
him now with kindness aud 
confidence, and thus restore him 
to duty and favor. 

Without tlie tod, moral suasion 
might tftive been powerless, or if 
successful what was gained by 
persuasiou yvas lost to authority. It 
must never lie doubtful that the 
mastei has control over Iiis little 
kingdom. If his authority is trifled 
witli it must be restored yvithout 
delay and auy punishment is ju 
dlcious that is necessary to this end. 


The system of government, here 
recommended, does uot offer only 
angry word or blow for every of¬ 
fense real or fancied The best 
masters who have adopted it pnuish 
the least. 

And when severe punishment be¬ 
comes uecessary, the pupil is made 
to believe that a sense of duty and 
not passion nerves the arm to strike 
the blow. He is made to under¬ 
stand that it is the master’s duty to 
command and the pupil’s duty to 
ohey. Practically, the system of 
government as based upon author¬ 
ity, has alone heeu successful ; 
every system that has abandoned 
the right or lost the power to punish 
has proved a failnre. 

The life of a pupil in later years 
is probably influenced more by the 
discipline than the education he re¬ 
ceives iu school, and il is also safe to 
say that the amount of education he 
receives is In direct proportion to 
'he discipline maintained. A good 
disciplinarian may be a poor teacher 
nut he gives tlie pupil an oppor¬ 
tunity to do for himself and renders 
him some aid, while the good teach¬ 
er can accomplish almost nothing 
without the aid of disoipiue. My 
advice is to maintain discipline at 
til cost, first, last and always.— L.

But tlie iudusltious insects found 
that the sugar was crystailzed in 
gtatus too large for them to pane- 
•rate What did they do then— 
give it up? Not at all. Appareutly 
tiuong them, large numbers of the 
nees proceeded to fly to some wa¬ 
tering troughs near by, where they 
loaded themselves with all the wa¬ 
ter they could carry. Then they 
flew to the sugar, npou which they 
proceeded to depos ; t the water they 
carried. Soon they had con¬ 


verted the surface into a syrup, in 
which the bees now procceed to toll 
themselves. When they were well 
covered with the sticky suhstarioe 
they flew to the hives, where they 
were relieved of their syrup. Then 
they flew back to the troughs for 
inoie water to wet down more sn- 
gar. 

Prof. Boui.ier says that such 
clouds of bees were eugaged in this 
work that witbiu four hours the 
space where the sugar had beeu 
spilled itad been completely cleared 
of it. Id the meantime, sundry 
human beings had arrived who had 
the same inteution concerning the 
sugar, but, seeing the while mass 
blackened by swarms of bees, they 
kept their distance rather thau take 
a chance of being badly slung.— The 
Youth's Companion. 


Aal>««U>s Marie By Water. 

The finest asbestos, aud the great¬ 
er part of the world’s supply, comes 
from Quebec. Asbestos is a fibrous 
mineral that cau be spun and woven 
into fabrics as flue as silk, which 
are unaffected by temperature of 
from 2,000 to 3,000 degrees F. It 
is fouud iu layers fitting fissures in 
certain serpentine rocks. It Is be¬ 
lieved that, when the rock was 
burning still hot, water penetrated 
the fissures, widened them and dis¬ 
solved some of the silica and mag» 
ue8ia. Ou drying these crystallized 
as a hydrated silicate of magnesia, 
forming thread-like crystals build¬ 
ing up from opposite walls of the 
fissures aud ineetiug in the middle.

His 
new found friend took him to 
Harrisburg aud there used his best 
efforts iu trying to get him woik, 
witiiout success. He iben proceed 
ed to this city, siop^iug along ttie 
jjuruey in bis endeavor to find 
him a job, but bis efforts proved 
fruitless. At last be rode with his 
deaf companion to the Penn¬ 
sylvania Institution for the Deaf 
and Dumb, in Mount Airy, intro 
ducing the deaf young man to Dr 
A. L. E. Crouter, the genial aud 
Itiud hearted superintendent of the 
institution. The latter soon learned 
that the youug man was well 
acquainted with some one connected 
with the Silent Worker , a utaga 
zine published iu Treuton, N J I 
iu the interest of the deaf, and soon 
aftei the deaf bov was placed in a 
well-paying position aud to his 
liking. 

The Worker talking of the case, 
said: “Something is wtong when i 
young deaf boy is (nought to man 
hood without the rudiments of a 
trade. Ail the education weoangive 
a deaf child is of little consequence 
if the child cannot adjust itself to 
economic environment We hav 
received letters from some of the 
tiest educated deaf, stating that they 
were losing their self-respect aud 
interest iu life, while otbets declared 
that they could find no niche iu 
which they could be useful. They 
bad uot mastered a trade and there 
was uo place open for them. They 
stated that they felt like parasites, 
which they weie, as they were living 
without produoiug; as they were re 
ceiviug without giving. If, by the 
ime you have readied the prime of 
life, you are not produoiug more 
than you consume, you are a beggar 
If you are securing your livelihood 
dishonestly, you are a thief. The 
producer is the only self respecting 
member of society. Thetefore 
every school for (be deaf should see 
that each boy and girl is well train 
ed in some trade which will fit them 
to use their taieuts for the heoefit of 
themselves aud society. It is seldom 
that a mau will be fouud so geuer 
ous as Mr Crawford, who wilt give 
not only his money hut also his time 
and effort to assist a poor hoy, hav¬ 
ing uo trade aud out of employ¬ 
ment. The majority of people 
would give the deaf young mau a 
“ little ohauge,” glad iu this way to 
get rid of him-
